Mexican Chambers Send 
Letter to Calles—De La 
Huerta Declared ‘Brains’ 
of Conspiracy. 


Mexico City, August 18.—(4)—The 
Roman Catholic episcopate, it was re- 
vealed this evening, sent a communi- 
cation on Monday to President Calles, 
signed by Archbishop Mora y del Rio, 
petitioning the president to suspend 
the religious regulations which he said 
makes impossible the life of the Catho- 
lic’ church in Mexico. 
The government is asked to grant 
“freedom of conscience, thought, re- 
ligion, teaching, association and the 
press,” and the request is made that 
the church be granted “recognition of 
the necessary personality to make 
these liberties effective.” 

Solution of Problem. 
The letter expressed “the profound 
conviction that this is the only way to 
end the old religious conflict.” 
The request for suspension is not 
made conditional on congressional ac- 
tion. 
As yet President Calles has not re- 
plied to this communication, but gov- 
ernment officials believe that if he 
does it will be only to reiterate his 
previous position for absolute enforce- 
ment of the law. 
The communication, addressed to 
President Calles in the name of all 
the archbishops, bishops, priests and 
Catholics of Mexico, declared that the 
episcopate has not previously sought 
ty amend the constitution because no 
Mexican president had attempted to 
enforce it with respect to religion, 
and it is added that the episcopate is

Canada is to become virtually the 
partner of the United States in en- 
forcement of the American prohibition 
law, under arrangements which the 
Coolidge administration is taking steps 
to put into effect. 

By virtue of this understand:ng 
Canada and the United States, so far 


as enforcement of the Volstead act fs 
concerned, will cease to be separate 
countries. They will be sister states 
under the white flag of prohibition. 
Canada, rolling in wealth from sale of 
bootleg liquor to the United States, 
has consented to put an end to the 
illicit business. 

Secretary of State Kellogg, who is 
concluding a three-day series of con- 
ferences with President. Coolidge at 
White Pine, is to ask the Canadian 
government at once, it was learned to- 
night, to receive American officials to 
work out an understanding designed to 
shut off completely the supply of 
bootleg liquor from Canadian sources 
and enable the American prohibition 
forces to arrest smugglers wherever 
smuggling is attempted. 

As Sahara. 

This is one of the principal features * 
of a new program of prohibition en- 
forcement which the administrat‘on 
confidently expects will make this 
country as dry as the Sahara in less 
thun a year. 

President Coolidge is determined to 
leave no stone unturned to make pro- 
hibition prohibit. He has impressed 
his subordinates that national prohibi- 
tion being the law it must be enforced 
to the letter, and to the limit of the 
government’s resources.

‘The ordinance passed by city coun- 
cil Monday fixing a union wage scale 
for all skilled laborers in the employ 
of the city was vigorously assailed 
Wednesday in resolutions adopted by 
directors of the chamber of commerce, 
branding the measure as “illegal, hurt- 
ful to Atlanta’s citizens—bolshevik 
and revolutionary,” and offered full 
support to any litigation necessary to 
prevent its enforcement. 

From one-fourth to one-third of At- 
lanta’s $8,000,000 bond issue will be 
absorbed by the increased wage scale 
under guch an ordinance, the resolu- 
tions set out, declaring that if voters 
of Atlanta had knowrm this the issue 
would not have met with favor at the 
polls. 

Chamber directors declared that they 
were informed that $3,500,000 of bond 
money to be used for school purposes 
will be reduced approximately $750,- 
000 “in such increased wages -and 
ghort hours, thereby eliminating at 
least three new school] projects.” 

Procedure Rapped. 

It also was charged in resolutions 
that the ordinance was passed without 
even being referred to a committee, al- 
though an effort was made to have it 
referred to the finance committee, 
“therefore, acting upon it without any 
expression or reference to the people 
of the city of Atlanta.”

CARSWELL USES 
HIGHWAY AUDIT 


Canton, Ga., August 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Using the report of State Au- 
ditor Sam J. Slate as a basis for an 
attack upon the highway department 
today, George Carswell, candidate for 
governor, charged that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars has been wasted 
in extravagance and wanton ineffi- 
ciency by John N. Holder, the chair- 
man, in the administration of the 
roadbuilding affairs of the state. 

Mr. Carswell spoke in Blue Ridge, 
Ellijay and Jasper. He was also 
scheduled to speak in Tate, but on ac- 
count of inclement weather it was 
decided to come on to Canton, where 
he will speak Thursday morning. 

During his addresses today he par- 
ticularly referred to the “junket” trip 
of six highway engineers to California, 
which, according to the auditor's re- 
port, cost the taxpayers of Georgia 
$3,000. Mr. Carswell also called at- 
tention to the report of Mr. Slate that 
although the federal government has 
turned. over to the highway depart- 
ment millions of dollars in roadbuild- 
ing machinery, that no report of this 
is “kept by the highway department. 

“IT don't charge that they have mwis- 
appropriated anything.”’ said Mr. Cars- 
well. “but I don’t believe the affairs 
of Georgia’s government should be run 
like a negro convention.’ 

Continuing his attack, Mr. Carswell 
charged that “less than 25 per cent of 
the money raised from gasoline and 
tag taxes ever sees. roadbuilding in 
Georgia, although the cag ty depart- 
ment gets approximately $2,000,000 a 
year from the gasoline tax alone.” He 
also referred to the collusion between 
Holder and J. J. Brown in the opera- 
tion of what he termed “the most 
damnable political machines that hhave 
ever beent placed on free people.” 

Following his visit to Blue Ridge 
Mr. Carswell predicted that he would 
carry Fannin county, and he also said 
he believed his supporters in Pickens 
and Gilmer counties would be so ef- 
fective jn their. work that these two 
counties would also be lined up in the 
Carswell ranks on September 8.

New York, August 18—(#)—Early 
advances on continued unfavorable 
crop accounts met increased offerings 
around the 17-cent level in the cotton 
market again today and were followed 
by moderate reactions. December con- 
tracts sold up to 16.99 early, or 23 
points net lower, but reacted to 16.79, 
closing at 16.85. The general market 
closed steady.at net advances of 6 to 
11 points, 

The opening was firm at advances 
of 6 to 13 points on overnight reports 
of further rains or showers in the 
south, and a private crop report point- 
ing to a yield of only 14,480,000 
bales. Relatively steady Liverpool 
cables encouraged buying on the un- 
favorable weather news and after the 
weekly report of the weather bureau, 
active months showed net advances of 
19 to 26 points, October selling up 
to 17.00 and January to 17.05. 

Realizing checked the advance at 
these figures, and probably some sell- 
ing for a reaction, prices sagging off 
during the early afternoon. October 
declined to 16.80 and January 16.86, 
or about 20 points from the best, but 
the detailed weather reports showing 
a good deal of precipitation particu- 
larly in sections west of the Missis- 
sippi river, helped to steady the mar- 
ket later. 

Much of the day's business was at- 
tributed to evening-up of accounts in

MARKET ACTIVE

points after the weekly weather report 
was issued, giving a generally unfa- 
vorable account of the weather and 
progress of the crop, the price trend 
later became reactionary. 

The early bulge encouraged a re- 
newal of the liquidation by longs 
which started yesterday. Recent buy- 
ers have become afraid that the next 
government report will fail to reflect 
the recently reported damage by in- 
sects and the bad weather and were 
desirous of evening up their commit- 
ments at every opportunity. As a re- 
sult of the selling prices lost nearly 
all of the early gain in the later trad- 
ing and the close showed a net gain 
for the day of only 2 to 4 points. 

At the start Liverpool cables were 
much better than due and first sales 
here showed gains of 16 to 23 points.

Three big Wall street men 
are reported to have sold all 
their General Motors stock 
at the best price, cleaning up 
fortune. 


New York, August 19,—In well- 
informed Wall street the adeepted be- 


have all or most of their General Mo- 
tors stock, the three big Wall street 
men who were largely responsible for 


the recent sensational market in Gen- 
eral Motors seld out entirely around 
the '-st pricé and in so doing accom- 
plished the most skiJlful stock market 
operation ever witnessed here. It is 
believed these leaders, through a hired 
captain who handled the buying and 
selling orders, were able to unload 
much stock each day by making the 
market open higher and look strong 
in the early trading. 

This was done by placing buying 
orders at the opening and during the 
early trading. It is believed that these 
same tactics in other stocks are now 
being copied by other market leaders 
who were not fortunate to get out of 
the market during the recent activity 
After a strong opening this morning 
the market again sold off on profit- 
taking and on short selling of stocks 
by professionals. 

Mack Truck was used today to take 
the place of Steel common as a mar- 
ket leader. Steel common took the 
place of General Motors dnd carried 
on until day before yesterday. when 
the interview with unnamed steel 
corporation officials was published. 

It was learned today that the $30,- 
000,000 gold reported as having ar- 
rived at San Francisco from Australia 
for the account of the Federal Re- 
serve bank did not arrive in one lump 
sum but represents an accumulated to- 
tal dating back a considerable period.
